The Court House 
was completely burned, and in an hour 
nothing remained but the walls.

Many of the loose records were 
carried out, and others are in a steel vault 
in the basement. 

The Court House was built ten years oO 
at a cost of $120,000. The fire started in 
the jury room, which was vacant. The 
County School Superintendent was conduct- 
ing an eXamination of fifty school children 
in the court room, and they were all res- 
cued. 

The firemen were helpless in the begin- 
ning, and soon deserted the Court House 
to save surrounding buildings. A huge 
wind prevailed, and for a time the build- 
ings to the northeast were in great Sages 
from fiying embers. ucket and garden 
hose brigades put out ny incipient fires. 
Central and First National banks and the 
offices of the Leader and the Herald were in 
the line of fire, and were quickly emptied 
of books and records.

The Gazette of this 
city, edited by Col. J. N. Smithee, was lead- 
ing the fight in favor of the enactment of 
the law and in several editorials charged 
that McMullin had sold out to the railroad, 
styling him “Dog McMullin.”’ 

This morning the Senator visited Col. 
Smithee and the Gazette office and de- 
manded an apology. The editor declined, 
whereupon McMullin drew his pistol from 
the inside of his vest. Before the weapon 
could be discharged Smithee struck McMul- 
lin’s hand and at the same time grabbed 
his arm and throat. 7 

Employes of the office rushed in and dis- 
armed the irate Senator. While the scuf- 
filing was going on the pistol was accident- 
ally discharged and shot McMullin on a 
finger, inflicting a slight wound. McMullin 
was taken before Justice Robbins, where 
he walved examination and was released 
on $1,000 bail, several Senators and Repre- 
sentatives signing the bond.

McKinley Has Not Yet Decided Upon 
a Message to Con- 


gress.

NEW YORK, May 4.—Advices from Cuba 
are that Gen. Weyler has received orders 
from Madrid to return to Havana as soon as 
poesib'e and try to alleviate the paper money 
crisis, which is becoming more alarming 
every day. A Spanish $5 gold piece is now 
worth $11.70 in the Government currency, 
and the price of all articles in the markets 
is so hign-as to be out of the reach of the 
poorer classes. Famine Is rapidly spreading 
in the capital {tself, The same terrible spec- 
tacles of starvation and distress witnessed 
in the country towns are now presented (to 
ihe public of ‘Havana, and hungry people 
crowd some of the suburbs ané threaten to 
invade the principal streets of the city and 
fight: for bread. . 

A condition of complete anarchy is im- 
pending, from which the representatives of 
American interests and American citizens 
inay be in great danger of their lives. 

Grave charges were made by ex-Gov, Por- 
rua before leaving Havana for Spain on 


Monday. In his opinion Americans ought to 
be treated in Cuba as enemies, worse than 
the revolutionists themselves. These dec- 
sarations from Senor Porrua produced con- 
siderable excitement and comment. | 

Alfreda Laborde, Captain of the 
petitor, is in danger of being shot. His case 
is in the hands of a military tribunal of the 
Navy Department. 

Ona Melton and Willlam Leawith are to 
be tried x a civil tribunal, aceording to the 
treaty of 1821, between Spain and the United 
States. The excuse of the Spaniards that 
Laborde has not proved his American na- 
tionality means his death sentence. 


M’KINLEY’S MESSAGE. 


Com-. 


It Will Not Be Sent Monday; Perhaps 
Not at All. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., May 14.—The Cab- 
inet met at 1 o'clock, an hour earlier than 
usual, to discuss the Cuban situation. Sec- 
retary Sherman brought over from the 
State Department a number of documents, 


presumably reports of Consul General Lee. 
After the meeting had convened, Assistant 
Secretary of State Day arrived with some 
additional papers. The Cuban situation 
was gone over in detail, as shown by the 
latest reports from the island. 

It Was announced that a message on Cuba 
would not be sent to Congress on Monday, 
and whether or not one will be sent later 
in the week is not yet settled. 

President McKinley has under earnest 
consideration the advisability of sending a 
message to Congress suggesting that meas- 
ures be adopted to relieve the distress 
among American residents in Cuba. The 
message, if sent, will be entirely pacific in 
tone. 

In order to have the facts on which to 
base a message, Mr. McKinley has had 
cablegrams sent to all the Consular offi- 
cers in Cuba, asking them to give exact in- 
formation as to. the status of affairs in 
their districts and to telegraph answers at 
once. It was understood to-day by some 
members of the Senate Foreign Relations 
Committee that this information would no 
doubt be communicated to the Senate, but 
whether it would be accompanied by a 
message recommending action is yet a mat- 
ter of doubt. 

The prospects are, however, that coneid- 
erable opposition may develop in the Sen- 
ate to a single proposition of relief, Sena- 
tor Burtows o Michigan to-day pointed 
out the objections to such a proceedure. 
“Are we going to feed the Spanish army 
and assist Weyler in his .campaign?’ he 
asked. ‘The distribution of relief is almost 
impoéesible, and the scheme thoroughly im- 
practicable. 

“How is the citizenship of the people ask- 
ing relief to be determined, and must there 
be an investigation of the citizenship of ev- 
ery starving woman and child who asks 
relief? « We will be prevented from taking 
care of the Americans in the insurgent lines 
and cannot relieve distress even in the in- 
surgent hospitals. Wegshall simply be help- 
ing Spain feed her hungry people.”’

Plain Words Regarding Senators Who 
Dabbig in Sugar. 

WASHINGTON,FD. C., May 14.—Follow- 
ing is Senator Til—man’s speech made Mon- 
day when the Chapman reeolution was be- 
ing debated: 

“It seems to me,” said Mr. Tillman, “that 
we are not after Chapman. The original 


investigation was not intended to punish 
Chapman, but to discover whether any 
Senator on this floor had been guilty of 
using his official position to make money 
by speculation in stocks which were in- 
fluenced by his action as a Senator on the 
committee which reported the tariff bill, 
It is not worth while to try to cover up 
thie matter with badinage and flippancy. 
The Senator from New Hampshire will ex- 
ecuse me. I do not intend that as any re- 
flection upon his language, but it does ap- 
pear to me that he treated it rather flip- 
pantly. 

“There are to-day In the newspapers of 
this country charges floating about, and 
being sent broadcast, signed by correspond- 
ents in the gallery, to the effect that last 
week, when the new tariff bill wae re- 
ported with a changed sugar schedule, 
three Senators had speculated in sugar 
stock. We have another stench on our 
hands, and instead of it being a differen- 
tial in favor of the trust of a third of a 
cent, as that was, it ts now two-thirds in 
favor of the Trust. 

“There are two correspondents who have, 
over their own signatures, charged that 
Senators have speculated within the last 
week and made money. Now, if you want 
to investigate, you have a new reason to 
Investigate. If you intend to get at the 
true inwardness of the matter, to get at 
the truth and to punish those who_are 
guilty, say so and do so, or else hush. That 
is the whole sum and substance of it. 

“We du not want Chapman. We wani 
Havemeyer. We want the man who caught 
your men, if they were bought. That is 
what we are here for, and now let the 
Senator who has moved to refer the matter 
and who loves the dignity of the Senate as 
much as any other man take the resolution 
to his committee and bring back a measure 
here that will mean something. We can 
now make those men who have charged 
that Senators have speculated say where 
they got their information,or we can punish 
them for contempt. We can call on Have-

EASILY COUNTERFEITED. 


[Numerous Requests to Call in the New 
Silver Certificates. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

WASHINGTON, D. C., May l4.—Letters 
continue to pour in upon the Treasury De- 
partment from banks and other institutions 
urging the withdrawal from circulation of 
the new silver certificates, which have at- 
tracted general attention by reason of the 
ample display of charms of the female oc- 
cupying the center of the obverse. Many 
of the communications are official, while 


others are personally addressed to Secre- 
tary Gage by financial men of his acquaint- 
ance. The objections to the issue, however, 
are not based upon any prudish notions re- 
garding the female figure, but originate on 
account of the numerous counterfeits that 
have made their appearance. In the new 
notes the lines are very ge: drawn 
while a few handlings give the bills an old 
and well-worn appearance. Hence they are 
more easily counterfeited and passed, and 
it is said that some of the most experi- 
enced bank tellers in the country have had 
trouble to detect the genuine from. the 
spurious bills. People familiar with the 
ways of counterfeiters say that this fra- 
ternity has not for many years had so good 
an opportunity for getting in its work 
with fair prospects of impunity as is now 
afforded by means of the new paper cur- 
rency. So far, however, there has been no 
indication from the Treasury Department 
as te its views in the matter, although by 
those in a postition to know it is thought 
that the complaints will result in the issue 
being called in. 


PERU’S SILVER DECREE.

This article and the pre- 
int one also refer to foreign silver 
coin. 

4. To render the foreign article effec- 
tive the importation can take place onl 
at the port of Callao, it being compul- 
sory to make the respective manifest at 
the Custom House to be transmitted by 
the Custom House administration to the 
mint, there to be melted into bars at 
the cost of the importer, then returned 
to him in this form. 

5. In the interior prohibition will not 
include the silver soles which travelers 
bring with them for their personal ex- 
penses and which must not exceed the 
sum of fifty soles.

STREET RAILWAY CONSOLIDA- 
TION. 

Street railway consolidation may mean 
benefit to the people of St. Louis or it 
may mean detriment to their rights and 
interests. lt is ajtogether a question of 
regulation and control. 

The fact that the several syndicates 
now represented in the ownership of St. 
Louis street railway lines may be cen- 
tered in one great syndicate controlling 
ail the lines does not destroy competition. 
So far as laws, charters and ordinances 
are concerned the Municipal Assembly re. 
tains all the powers it has had and ex- 
ercised in the creation of the present 
lines. The granting of franchises to new 
companies will be as easy under the law 
with consolidation as without it. 

But the money power for the corruption 
of delegates and Councilmen will be much 
Rreater when wielded by a single inter- 
eat than when divided on lines of con- 


| flicting interest. 


The building of new 
lines where needed would be more likely 
to be accomplished without consolidation 
than with it. 

But consolidation emphasizes and 
forces the issue soon to be settled here. 
The old order of things cannot last. The 
consolidated company can postpone rad- 
ical changes by voluntary concessions 
conditioned upon the extension of its 
charters as they expire. But concessions 
there must be and will be.

WILL M’KINLEY DARE?P 

The apologists of the Sugar Trust maé- 
nates are rushing to the defense of Have- 
meyer and Searles, now threatened with 
imprisonment for contempt of court. 

The imprisonment of Broker Chapman 
for refusing to answer questions of the 
Senate committee appointed in 1895 to in- 
vestigate Sugar Trust operations leads 
to the fear that Havemeyer and Searles, 
guilty of the same offense, must also £0 
to jail. Whereupon the Trust organs 
point out that while the questions Chap- 
man refused to answer were as to the 
relations of Senators with speculators in 
Trust certificates, the questions which 
Havemeyer and Searles refused to an- 
swer related to the operations of the 
Trust in politics. In other words, the 
Trust organs say that as Havemeyer 
and Searles refused to answer other 
questions than those which Chapman re- 
fused to answer, their cases are not 
parallel. 

But Chapman js in contempt for refus- 
ing to answer questions asked by a com- 
mittee of the Senate. That is the grava- 
men of his offense, and it is with pre- 
cisely the same offense that Havemeyer 
and Searles are charged. The particu- 
lar questions asked is not the point at is- 
sue. The refusal to answer constitutes 
contempt of the Senate for which the 
committee was acting. 

The fight of the Trust magnates and 
minions may lead to a pardon of Chap- 
man for the sake of saving Havemeyer 
and Searles, and for the purpose. of 
shielding Senators who have sold them- 
selves to the Trust. McKinleyism means 
Trust rule.

GOLD SHIPMENTS A PUZZLE. 
A special cable dispatch from the Lon- 
don correspondent of the New York Tri- 
bune, the leading Republican organ of 
the United States, says that Lombard 
Street and foreign bankers generally are 
unable to understand the shipments of 
gold from New York. They point out 
that the balance of trade is still in favor 
of the United States, because the recent 
heavy imports of wool and other mer- 
chandise will not be paid for until: the 
three-months’ bills drawn against them 
are due. They also point out that under 
present conditions of exchange the export 
of gold from the United States is un- 
profitable, and cannot be regarded as an 
ordinary trade transaction. 

These facts seem to confirm the sus- 
picion to which expression has been given 
in several quarters that the international 
banking syndicate is engineering another 
raid on the Treasury gold reserve for 
the purpose of forcing another issue of 
bonds. Of the $11,500,000 of gold that 
had been shipped to Europe up to last 
Tuesday, more than $10,000,000 was with- 
drawn from the United States Treasury, 
the banks and other gold hoarders fur- 
nishing scarcely any of it. 

The reason why these plotters are crav- 
ing another bond issue is easily under- 
stood. Vast amounts of idle money are 
piled up in the vaults of New York and 
Boston banks and Trust Companies. 
The delay of the prosperity wave has pre- 
vented this money from finding a profit- 
able investment in industrial enterprises, 
It is earning nothing for its owners, and 
there is no prospect of its earning any- 
thing in the near future through the or- 
dinary channels, A new issue of interest- 
bearing United States bonds to the ex- 
tent of $100,000,000 or so would greatly re- 
lieve this plethora, for a time at -least, 
and enable the money-hoarders to obtain 
in taxes from the people what they can- 
not obtain from ordinary business opera- 
tions. 

It is said that President McKinley him- 
self suspects that a gold raid to force a 
bond issue is meditated, and that he is 
considering what steps can be taken to 
check it. The Post-Dispatch suggests 
to him a method which will be entirely 
legal and promptly effective. Let him 
order the Secretary of the Treasury to 
exercise the option given him by law 
and redeem the greenbacks and Treas- 
ury notes in silver coin equally with gold 
coin. Immediately on the issuing of that 
order, the demand on the Treasury gold 
reserve will cease, and it will never begin 
again as long as the oruer is in force.

Delayed at Brooklyn for Lack of @ 
Vessel to Carry It. 


NEW YORK, May 14.—No arrangements 
have as yet been made for forwarding the 
15,000 tons of corn stored in Brooklyn ware.

BROKERSPUSH A BOOM IN STREET 
RAILWAY STOCKS. 


WORKED ON A FALSE BASIS. 


How the Absorption of the Hamilton 
Syndicate by the Lindell Was 
Foreshadowed. 


Brokers who have been circulating stories 
of an impending street railway consolida- 
tion are watching for a. big deal which 
they say is on the point of being made. 

They are authority for the statement that 
the Lindell is about to buy out the Hamil- 
ton syndicate which controls four electric 
and one cable road in St. Louis. 

Their statement as published in a morn- 
ing paper which is making a reputation as 
a “snapper-up of unconsidered trifies,”’ is 
based on a supposed visit to Chicago by 
Capt. Robert McCulloch, local manager for 
the Ham!]ton syndicate, last Monday. 

It was said that Capt. McCulloch attend.

The only drawback to this story is the 
fact that Capt, McCulloch was not in Chi- 
cago Monday. He hag been in St. Louls all 
week. 

When asked about the rumor Friday 
morning he said: ‘I am not in a position to 
buy or sell railroads. If we were going to 
buy the Lindell, or_the Lindell were going 
to buy our system, I couldn’t say anything. 
I can’t digcuss the matter one way or the 
other.’’ could not be induced to confirm 
or deny the rumor. “If the other fellow 
wants to talk he agg I won’t,”’ he said, 

President Edwards Whitaker of the Lin- 
dell sald: 

“So far as I know, there is absolutely 
no truth in the story. If the Hamilton peo- 
ple want to sell out they haven't notified me 
of the fact. I really don’t think there is 
anything in it. The rumor was probably 
founded on the Jefferson avenue line's elec- 
tion last Tuesday. Capt. McCulloch, the 
local representative of the Hamilton syndi- 
cate, was elected president of the road. As 
I am a half owner of the road there may 
have been some who thought that Capt. Mc- 

uilough’s election indicated some kind of 
a deal between the Lindell and the Hamil- 
ton people.

They agreed to give the Kohers a rebate 
of $25 a month on the rent for the privilege 
of renting that part of the bu'lding for a 
saloon. This agreement, the Kohers say, 
was indorsed on the back of the lease. 
After a short time the Van Studdiford 
agents asked the Kohers to relinquish the 

rebate which the Kohers refused to 
do. Then the agents said if they did not 
the premises would be rented to Tom Walsh 
or some other pool-room man. 

The Kohers stood firm, and on Jan. 15, 
1897, the place was rented to Carr, who im. 
mediately opened a pool room. The peti- 
tion continues: 

“Plaintiffs say that from noon of each day

HER ENGLISH HUSBAND. 


ON GROUND OF DESERTION. 


Judge Crump of California Examined 
All the Evidence and Decided 
in Her Favor. 


LAKEPORT, Cal., May 14.—Emilie Char- 
lotte Langtry, better known throughout two 
hemispheres as the Jersey Lily, has se- 
cured a divorce from her English husband. 
The decree that gives her her much-sought 
freedom from matrimonial fetters was 
signed by Judge R. W. Crump yesterday 
It was all done very quietly, a default be- 
ing entered against the foreign defendant, 
who had failed to file a defense in the time 
allowed. by the California code. 

While all the legal formalities were com- 


lied with, no one except those actually 
nterested in the delicate matter was pres- 
ent. Henry C. McPike, who appeared for 
the plaintiff, was armed with a number of 
depositions taken in England and America 
intended to convince the court that Mr. 
Langtry had deserted his fair wife. That 
of the plaintiff was to the effect that she 
married Mr. Langtry on the Island‘of Jer- 
sey in 1876, and that the marriage certificate 
gave evidence that the lady was 20 years 
of age and Langtry was 24. The defendant 
gave as his plaee of birth Scotland, while 
Mrs. Langtry said she was born in Jersey. 
The witnesses of the ceremony were Mr. 
and Mrs. Le Breton, the lady’s parents. 
Mr. Le Breton, who was a duly ordained 
minister of the Church of England, offi- 
ciated, During their union a daughter was 
born and was named Jeanne. At the time 
of the taking of the deposition, in 1896, this 
child was 15 years of age, and ‘has always 
resided with her mother.

A SURGEON'S KNIFE 
Saves the Life of 6-Year-Old Otto 


Roeder. 


Six-year-old Otto Roeder fell from a tree 
to the ground, a distance of twelve feet, 
Thursday, at 4444 Greer avenue. The child 
was rendered totally unconsc'ous. There 
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was fearded that death would come before 
a doctor could be summoned. 

The accident occurred at 11 o'clock. A 
few minutes later Dr. James F. Roach ar- 
rived. He said nothing but surgical 
operation could save the life of the child. 
The injured boy was removed to the Baptist 
Sanitarium, Suburban tracks and Taylor 
avenue, and at 2 o’clock, Dr. Roach, as- 
sisted by Drs. Sharp and Engman, per- 
formed lineal craniotomy. A large incision 
was made in the child’s head. It was found 
that two or three of the smaller arteries had 
been ruptured and the brain was very much 
congested. A small part of the brain was 
so bruised that it washed away during the 
operation. 

Three hours after the operation the child 
was able to talk and conversed with the 
doctor and the relatives gathered around 
the bedside. It Is believed that the injured 
youngster is now in a fair way to recover, 
although he had a very close call. Physi- 
clans say that such difficult operations are 
rare, and an injury like that sustained by 
the Roeder boy usually results in death. 

The operation performed by Dr. Roach 
was somewhat similar to the manner in 
which Dr. Waldo Briggs saved the life of 
Baby Byrd at the Baptist Hospital Wednes- 
day, details of which were given in the 
Post-Dispatch.

HAS SECURED A DIVORCE FROM 
HER ENGLISH HUSBAND. 


ON GROUND OF DESERTION. 


Judge Crump of California Examined 
All the Evidence and Decided 
in Her Favor. 


LAKEPORT, Cal., May 14.—Emilie Char- 
lotte Langtry, better known throughout two 
hemispheres as the Jersey Lily, has se- 
cured a divorce from her English husband. 
The decree that gives her her much-sought 
freedom from matrimonial fetters was 
‘signed by Judge R. W. Crump yesterday 
It was all done very quietly, a default be- 
ing entered against the foreign defendant, 
who had failed to file a defense in the time 
allowed by the California code. 

While all the legal formalities were com- 

ied with, no one except those actually 
nterested in the delicate matter was pres- 
ent. Henry C. McPike, who appeared for 
the plaintiff, was armed with a number of 
depositions taken in England and America 
intended to convince the court that Mr. 
Langtry had deserted his fair wife. That 
of the plaintiff was to the effect that she 
married Mr. Langtry on the Island‘of Jer- 
sey in 1876, and that the marriage certificate 
gave evidence that the lady was 20 years 
of age and Langtry was 24. The defendant 
gave as his plaee of birth Scotland, while 
Mrs. Langtry said she was born in Jersey. 
The witnesses of the ceremony were Mr. 
and Mrs. Le Breton, the lady’s parents. 
Mr. Le Breton, who was a duly ordained 
minister of the Church of England, offi- 
ciated. During their union a daughter was 
born and was named Jeanne. At the time 
of the taking of the deposition, in 1896. this 
child was 15 years of age, and has always 
resided with her mother. 

Mrs. Langtry testified that her husband 
had deserted her a number of years ago. 
From this time to date, the lady testified, 
he had not furnished her nor her child with 
any means of support, Dut, to emphasize 
his desertion, he has declared on a number 
of occasions that he would not return to 
his wife. Thus thrown on her own resources 
she had taken to the stage for a livelihood, 
and had been pursuing that occupation for 
@ number of years past. 

In 1886 she came to California and, taking 
a fancy to the climate, procured a house in 
San Francisco, upon wenty-first street 
hill, taking the house for a year, in order 
that she might have an opportunity to look 
around and select a location for a perma- 
nent home. She finally secured a large tract 
of land near Middletown, in the southeast- 
ern part of Lake County, and took up her 
residence there. She spent a portion of the 
money she made on the stage for improve- 
ments, | 

From this legal and financial showing the 
lady returns to her matrimonial experiences, 
saying in one sentence: “I have always 
treated Mr. Langtry with affection, never 
giving him cause to disregard his duty to- 
ward me as my husband.’

A SURGEON’S KNIFE 


Saves the Life of 6-Year-Old Otto 
Roeder. 


Six-year-old Otto Roeder fell from a tree 
to the ground, a distance of twelve feet, 
Thursday, at 4444 Greer avenue. The child 
was rendered totally unconsc'ous. There 
was a large depression in the skull, and it

was fearded that death would come before 
a doctor could be summoned. 

The accident oceurred at 11 o'clock. A 
few minutes later Dr. James F. Roach ar- 
rived. He said nothing but surgical 
operation could save the life of the child. 
The injured boy was removed to the Baptist 
Sanitarium, Suburban tracks and Taylor 
avenue, and at 2 o’clock, Dr. Roach, as- 
s:sted by Drs. Sharp and Engman, per- 
formed lineal craniotomy. A large incision 
was madein the child’s head. It was found 
that two or three of the smaller arteries had 
been ruptured and the brain was very much 
congested. A small part of the brain was 
so bruised that it washed away during the 
operation. 

Three hours after the operation the child 
was able to talk and conversed with the 
doctor and the relatives gathered around 
the bedside. It is believed that the injured 
youngster is now in a fair way to recover, 
although he had a very close call. Physi- 
cians say that such difficult operations are 
rare, and an injury like that sustained by 
the Roeder boy usually results in death. 

The operation performed by Dr. Roach 
was somewhat similar to the manner in 
which Dr. Waldo Briggs saved the life of 
Baby Byrd at the Baptist Hospital Wednes- 
day, details of which were given in the 
Post-Dispatch.

She was seen at Tenth 
street and Chouteau avenue on the day 
she was operated on. Mrs. H. Bamberger, 
a midwife, and mother of the notorious 
Lizzie Hotson, lives at 919 Chouteau av- 
enué. The police questioned her, but she 
could not remember Mrs. Mracek. 

Mrs. Mracek steadily refused to mention 
the name of the person who operated on 
her. She was a native of Austria, 42 years 
old, and was the mother of thirteen chil-

NEGLIGENT DRUNKEN OFFICER. 


Told Benjamin Carr He Deserved to 
Be Robbed for Carrying Money 
at Night. 


Benjamin Carr was held up and robbed 
by four negroes in Carr Park.
